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INTRODUCTION TO INDEX TO THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 1905 


1905 was a momentous year in the history of modern Jewry - 
the Zionist Congress rejected the proposal for the 
establishment of a Jewish settlement in East Africa (the 


Uganda Project) which led to the formation of the Jewish 


' Territorial Organisation; David Wolffsohn was only just 


emerging as the natural leader of the Zionist movement 
following the death of Theodor Herzl; the Aliens’ Bill was 
passed through the British parliament and became law, but the 
Sunday Wedakh ov Bill did not, both of which had deeply 
affected British Jewry. 

However, the most important events in 1905 were the abortive | 
revolution in Russia and the waves of anti-Jewish feeling 
which followed. This came to a head in the latter part of 
the year with numerous pogroms in all parts of the country. 
The implications of this are to be felt in coming years, with 
mass emigration of Russian Jewry. 

There are a number of innovations to the Index for 1905 —- we 
have listed portraits which appear in the paper - they appear 
under PORTRAITS, and we feel this could be a useful index 
entry for those lvoking for specific persons. We have also 
indicated in the index entry for the person whether there is 
a portrait appended to the article. 

It is always a problem, and one which we have not yet 


resolved to our satisfaction, whether to aim for standardised 


index entries and ignore the subtleties of style, or whether 
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tu make an index entry reflect the style of the paper. A 
case in point is whether to index an organisation with the 
descriptor “Concert given by ...", “Concert held at ...", 
“Concert given for ...", “Concert held for ...". On this 
type of entry, we have tried to be consistent at least within 


the organisation, using the same descriptor each time. 


However, with the sheer bulk of the index some anomalies are 
bound to creep in. 

There is, too, the problem of spelling - we have come across 
this constantly, and have resolved it as far as possible by 
standardising spelling at least in the main index entry. 
Apparently the problem is not new to readers and users of the 
Jewish Chronicle. I can do no better than to quote an 
article which ennesred on 29 December 1905 in the paper 
itself: 


“The Rev. S. Levy lately enquired in‘our columns why we spelt 
the name of Cromwell’s famous petitioner “Manasseh" in our 
Re-settlement Number though the hero himself, as our 
facsimiles showed, spelt it “Menasseh". The answer is that 
“Manasseh" is the usual English spelling, as a reference to 
the Authorised Version shows. The signature by a foreigner. 
would merely be evidence of the foreign spelling and would 
not control the English form ... the transliteration of 
Hebrew words is full of difficulties. "Shechita" is so spelt 
according to the pronunciation of the “i" in words which on 
the face of them are not English. But the London Board which 
has to do with slaughtering cattle prefers to be styled Board 
of Shecheta. Accordingly in one part of our paper Shecheta 
will be found spelt with an “i"; in the other part when the 
Board is referred to the same abstract noun is put down with 
an “e". Beth Hamidrash Calso incidentally spelt Hamedrash in 
the paper) is right according to the ordinary, change from the 
Hebrew Chirik; but custom gives Beth Hamedrash Cyes], and 
the officials of the Institution in London often, if not 
invariably, adopt the custom. In these matters the only 
consistency conveniently practicable is to be inconsistent". 


Unfortunately, we are unable to instruct the computer to be 
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“consistently inconsistent", so we have arbitrarily selected 
one form of a word and used it consistently when an index 
entry, e.g. SHECHITA, but have been “consistently 
inconsistent" within the brief abstract or descriptor which 
follows. I hope this short explanation assists users in the 
appreciation of some of the problems of indexing. Any 


suggestions for improvement would be gratefully received.
